TEE WATER-WORKS QUESTION. 
The important question as to whether 
the city ct Janesville stall be supplied 
with watcr-works, is now being: very gen­ 
erally discussed by our citizens, and Irom 
the deep Interest taken in the nutter, we 
judge that public sentiment is quite largely 
In favor of the enterprise. The matter has 
been folly laid before the Common Council 
and a Committee cl that body bas been ap­ 
pointed to consider 
the propriety 
of 
binding the city to take a certain nom* 
ber of hydrants tor fire purposes. A meet­ 
ing of citizens took place on Saturday 
evening, when a Committee was appoint­ 
ed lo examine iuto the question of water- 
work* in con junction with the Council Com­ 
mittee and to present a report at the call 
of the chairman. 
In more respects than one the subject is 
ol very great importance to Janesville. It 
is important to property holders, to the 
city as a .sanitary measure, to all who de­ 
sire an inexhaustible supply of pure, fresh 
water, for lire, domestic aud lawn purposes 
aud to the workingmen. 
The advantages 
which will be gained by the city by an ex­ 
cellent system OI water*works may be stated 
as follows: 
It will give ten times the protection to 
property in case of fire. 
It wiii decrease the rates of insurance in 
consequence of such increased psotecUoB. 
It un ll not occasion any indebtedness to 
the city, as the work will be done by pri­ 
vate capital. 
It w ill furnish all who desire it an ahem. 
dance of pure waler at remarkably moder­ 
ate rates. 
It will be invaluable as a means to sup­ 
ply lawns with plenty of water at all times* 
Which can not be done without the water­ 
works system. 
The money now spent on wells and cis­ 
terns is much greater in amount than any 
annual rates the consumers would have to 
pay for water under the proposed system. 
The c ists of the works will not be far 
from I loO,(KH), and at least two-thirds ol 
that amount would be spent in Janesville. 
It would give employment to hundreds of 
our workingmen who have now little to 
do, and would spread among them for their 
labor, from $ 10,000 to $50,CCJ. 
By the Increased demand for laborer 
business would revive in the city, and a 
great portion of tho amount necessary for 
the construction of the works would ge into 
the pockets of our merchants aud business 
men with whom the workingmen deal; and 
those who aru behind in account would be 
able to “pay up, ’ aud general good feeling 
would be the result. 
Bul aside from these advantages, and 
those of economy and convenience, which 
a public water supply furnishes, there is 
another which in point of importance Ii 
t >o great to be overlooked, and we refer to 
aiuitary question. Many of tho wells in 
this city arc not in good condition, and 
consequently the water is more or lorn im­ 
pure. Cisterns require frequent cleaning* 
anil even with the utmost care, they do no 
always tarnish pare water. But on the 
other hand, a public water supply, such as 
is proposed for Janesville, will have a pow - 
crlul san nary iulluence. Typhoid fevers, 
and kindred u.seases have been ascer­ 
tained beyond doubt to owe their origin in 


a very great degree to the use of well and 
spring water contaminated by sewage and 
organic waste matter. 
The Impurities 
found in the water we use from bad wells 
and llly-constructcd cisterns, are the causes 
a multitude of fatal diseases. This fact 
has been agreed upon by 
e best med­ 
ical men in America and Europe, and they 
unanimously afiirrn that water-works af­ 
ford purer waler that can be obtained oth­ 
erwise, aud consequently add vastly to the 
improvement in public health. 
These are some cd the adv ant ages which 
Janesville can derive lrom properly con­ 
structed water works, and not one city in 
ten in the West is so highly favored as this 
as regards the terms on which they can be, 
built. Taoac are some of the questions con­ 
nected with tae public water system which 
our property holders 
and tax-pay* rs 
should earnestly and thoroughly consider.

so common to Indian agents, became pain­ 
fully developed. It is charged that he es­ 
tablished a botel at the agency, and all 
strangers who chanced to pass that way 
and wanted to lodge for the night, were 
taxed $1.50 tor the privilege. Friends ad­ 
monished him to take a different course, 
but he would listen to no advise, lie went 
from one thing to another, until he saw fit 
to resign, not having filled the office a 
year.

W a sh in g to n , May 2C —A consolidation 
of Indian agencies has been agreed upon 
between 
Commissioner 
Hoyt 
and 
Scales, Chairman of the House Committee 
on Indian Affairs. The latter will present 
a report to the House and bring fu a bdl 
covering consolidation. 
It is proposed to 
reduce the number of rcser vat ions from 
thirty-six to nine and the 
number of 
agents from 
twenty to 
eight. 
The 
number of acres of land now occupied 
amounts to nearly 22,000,000, and wiil be 
reduced to about 1,250,000, making a reduc­ 
tion in arca of nearly 18,000.000 acres. Of 
this land there will be 13,000,000 acres re­ 
stored to market, leaving to be sold in trust 
for the Indians nearly 5,000,000 acres. In 
Washington Territory 3,457 Indians will be 
consolidated at Colville ; 203 at Neah Bay ; 
1,000 will take homesteads ; 3,000 will go to 
Puyalu. In eregou, 3,GCO will tike home­ 
steads, 2,350 will bec wsoliditcd at Grande 
fonds, and 5,000 at Yochoma. The 4,200 
Jtea rn Colorado will be sent lo Indiau Ter­ 
ritory. In Minnesota 9,OJO will be settled 
at White Earth. In Wise msin 3,200 will 
ie placed at La Point. Two agencies in 
Iowa and Nebraska wiil Le broken up and 
the Indians removed ti uu established 
agency in Indian Terril »ry.

There comes lrom Montana Territory 
the information that startling frauds have 
been unearthed at the lodi&n agencies in 
the Northwest. Some of the parties im­ 
plicated are well known in Wisconsin, and 
Janesville is not a stranger to one who 
stauda conspicuously as gliargpd with at* 
tempting to cheat the Indians and defraud 
the Government. Many of our citizens 
well r« in* tuber that iu^t year a vacancy 
occurred at the Semhi agency, in Montana 
and 
that

was made 
secure the appointment of Rey. n Stone 
Kichtrdson, a position which his friends 
regardc! him well qualified to fill. His 
many supporters in Janesville strongly 
urged him for the place, but other Influ­ 
ences tended to defeat bis nomination. One 
of the mo© important qualifications Aor 
such an oflk*-, is “bom sty/’ honesty well 
tried, and which will never falter whcu 
the opportunity to «teal a dollar is present- 


The question of allowing the Catholics 
to hold services in the Industrial School at 
Waukesha, is again being discussed. Two 
or three years ago they wielded consider­ 
able power in that Institution, through the 
appointmehts ol Governor Taylor, more 
than some of the Board of Managers 
thought best. 
When Ludington became 
Governor the matter was laid belore him, 
and he ousted them for what he regarded as 
good and sufficient reason0. 
The leading 
Catholics m Milwaukee were much dis­ 
pleased with the action of Governor Lud­ 
ington, as many of the inmates of the In­ 
dustrial School were of Catholic families, 
and they held that occasional worship, 
after the forms of the Catholic churchy 
should be held in the Institution. They 
have now addressed a petition to Governor 
Smith, recounting their grievances, and 
ask liq; “that a series of rules aud regula- 
lions be adopted which shall secure to tho 
inmates of the School liberty of conscience 
and Irccdom of religious worship." Gov­ 
ernor Smith is very liberal in his views 
on this subject, and has referred the 
petition to the Board of Managers, ot 
the Industrial School with tho request “that 
they will give the matter a consideration 
as its importance demands. He closes his 
letter to the manager in this language: “I 
understand from persons interested in this 
petition, that all that is desired is an op­ 
portunity at stated intervals, and such ti mea 
as shall least interfere with the general ar­ 
rangements and purposes of the school, aud 
under such regulations in regard to the 
presence of teachers, or others connected 
with the institution, as may be deemed re - 
cees&ry to preserve discipline, to hold ser­ 
vices in accordance with the religious 
forms and usages ot the Catholic Church, 
and that all boys who wish to attend may 
be permuted to do so. It opportunity eau 
be consistently given to hold such services, 
and the manager?, shall think proper to ar­ 
range therefor, I shall be much gratified. ’ 


The latest reports from storm regions 
sty that at least OO lives were lost, from 
200 lo 250 seriously Injured, and that the 
loss of property will reach nearly a million 
dollars.

How it Las Been Smolified b j Two In­ 
genious Young Men of Lancaster.

from their fathers store on North Qneen 
street back to his warehouse on Christian 
street This thread is held up or support­ 
ed by other threads tied to different trees 
in the yard, and is probably 200 feet In 
length. At either end is a tin cylinder, an 
old fruit can with its top and bottom taken 
off; and the one end covered with a piece 
oi bladder. In the centre of this piece of 
bladder the string enters and is held by 
knot. These cylinders are in common cigar 
boxes, having their lids partially open. 
These boxes evidently serve as sound­ 
ing-boards.

With this simple contrivance persons may 
talk at pleasure from one end of the string 
to the other, and the sounds or reports are 
much louder than we have ever heard 
them from a regular made telephone.

INDIAN ISSUES. 


The U ght of General Pape's Experi­ 
ence a a l Tho** lit Kited IM S Th ca*. 
General Tope, in a lengthy address upon 
f i t Indian question bt fore the Social 
Science Convention at Cincinnati, thus 
touched upon efforto to civilize .and Chris­ 
tianize the Indian: Up to a recent period 
no systematic nor official effort was made 
t J civilize or Cbri&siianlze the Indian. It 
is true that many o( the religious denoafc- 
allods sent missionaries to the Ionian tribes 
living on reservations, who, no doubt, did 
all in their power in this direction, but be­ 
ing without official status or aid, they were 
unable to the work lo^which many oi them 
devoted themselves with rare sincerity and 
sell-denial. Through the Indian agents 
greater or less effort was made, or seemed 
to be made, to teach the Indian in a rudi­ 
mentary way how to support himself, but 
such effort.was neither systematic nor en­ 
ergetic, and little, if indeed anything, was 
accomplished that in any respect benefited 
the Indian. Within the past ten years, 
however, another class oi Indian agents, 
largely 
selected 
by 
re­ 
ligious 
denominations, 
has 
replaced the agents of old times. la point 
of morals and character these toter agents 
till superior to their predecessors, and 
perhaps with few exceptions, have ad­ 
dressed themselves rn all sincerity to the 
woik of civilizing the Indian. Unfortu­ 
nately, they are men unacquainted with 
the Indians or Indian character, and are 
equally ignorant of the character and habits 
oi the frontier whites, and, therefore, 
wholly incompetent to deal with either. 
Of the country ani its capacities they 
know little or nothing, aad, indeed, they 
are In general, inexperienced in almost 
every kind of occupation to which the In­ 
dian can be induced to resort. They are 
not, as a rule, business men, and yet they 
are expected to manage large business at­ 
tain involving the actual existence of 
thousands of human beings. I know of no 
occupation requiring more thorough ac­ 
quaintance WKL business methods, greater 
knowledge of men, and power lo influence 
and 
control 
them, than 
the sup­ 
ply, management and control, of Indian 
tribes. The man whose life has been de­ 
voted to religious;duties as a clergyman, 
cannot of necessity have had the training 
and experience to cond act large business 
operations carried on with business men 
sharp and unscrupulous, nor to be the best 
judge of those who can ; Bor cair the 
duties of religious instructor and business 
manager, especially for large bodies of 
wild Iddtans, he combined without Injury 
to both. The results, bo far, have complete­ 
ly illustrated the incompatibility of such 
pursuits. However the capacity of the 
Indian In this direction be determined 
from the scientific standpoint, it is certain, 
and it is right, that this people should deal 
with it from the sentimental point of view, 
and should make the earnest aad honest 
effort to civilize him, whatevei may be the 
result. Whatever theory, also, scientists 
may hold concerning the fitness or the un­ 
fitness of a race bo distinct to partake 
and 
become 
a part of the civiliza­ 
tion of 
the 
white 
race, 
it 
re­ 
mains to be said that the Indian has not 
yet had the chance to test it practically. 
Mo man possessed oi ordinary common 
sense would imagine that it was reasonable 
to expect that his children should become 
worthy men and women were be to place 
them in the surroundings to which we 
have forced the Indian, and subject them to 
such influence* as afflict him every day of 
his life. The condition which I have de­ 
scribed as essential to Disown security 
from want and violence, and to that of the 
whites also, 
appears to 
me precise!*’

Who died at the age or 25, slain, with her two in­ 
fant daughters, by her own 
husband. 
Site was fair to look upon, pure ae snow, and be­ 
loved by ail who knew her. Divine Provi­ 
dence alone know* why she had to 
perish co miserably. 
The epitaph, some of the words of which 
arc hardly legible any longer, is the* only 
reword kit of one ut the moat terrible trag­ 
edies that eyer took place in the Old Do­ 
minion. 
It was in 1703 that John Scmphiil, a 
young man, who said be was trom Santa 
Cruz, in the West Indies arrived at Wil­ 
liamsburg and settled there as a tobacco- 
plauter. He had plenty of money, aud was 
able lo purchase about 1,(KH) acres of th*i 
finest soil within a short distance of the old 
town. 
Being apparently a gentleman in every 
tense of the word, Mr Setnphill was ad­ 
mitted to the best society ia his new home,

A Heeling of Citizens to Consid­ 
er tMe Proposals for Water 
Works.

Ig response to tbs call issued in the Ga­ 
zette thoro ans a gathering or citizens at 
the Cornell Chamber Saturday evening to 
consider the subject of water-works. Mr. 
Wm. Huger caned the meeting to order 
and nominated Mayor Norcross for chair­ 
man, who was accordingly chosen, and 
Mr. H. W. Tilton was chosen Secretary. 
Dr. H. Palmer at the request of some 
present read from the Gazette, the formal 
proposition made for the establishment of 
water works, and explained it in detail an­ 
swering such questions as those present 
desired to have answered. They had 
inquired into the ability of the company 
which was to build the works, and found 
everything satisfactory. They have put In 
works at Ottumwa and contemplate putting 
in works in Omaha. They have been 
building in the East mainly, and are now 
seeking investments of capital in the West, 
deeming it more profitable to build water* 
works than to put money into four per 
ceut. bonds. These Eastern men simply 
subscribe to the stock of the present com - 
pany and furnish the necessary funds. The 
local company only desires such an interest 
as shall best serve the interest of the public. 
The company will only make a contract 
Cor a term of years, for the $150,000 to 
$200,000 which they propose to bring here, 
would not pay a profit for eight or per­ 
haps ten years.

The b torr o f th e (Storm aw Told b y 
a R ock County Hon W ho woo In ­ 
jured by It.—The T roth W hich I* 
Stranger than F ic tio n . 
Mr. William Wood, who lives about 
three miles west of Milton Junction, was 
one of the unfortunates who was caught in 
that terrible storm lait Thursday night. 
Dr. Palmer of this city, went out to attend 
to his Injuries, aud from him are learned 
the experiences through which he paned. 
Mr. Wood had started on a tnp to Nebras­ 
ka, having provided himself with a light 
lumber wagon, and having the company

as about two and a half miles west of Ore­ 
gon, in this state, where they struck the 
storm, or rather the storm struck them. 
They looked about for shelter, and hasten­ 
ed to drive into a farmer's yard, where 
they had scarcely unhitched the horses, 
preparatory to putting them in the baru, 
when the storm came in full force. The 
air was so filled with dost, leaves, and dirt 
that they could not see a rod ahead of 
them, and almost instantly pigs and cattle 
commenced falling into tho yard, as though 
they rained down,though in fact they were 
taken up by the whirlwind and after being 
carried high in air, were dropped again- 
One of the horses which they had just un­ 
hitched from the wagon was carried about 
ten rods, and the other about forty rods, 
and were badly battered and bruised. Mr- 
Wood and the young man were injured 
quite seriously, the former having been 
thrown but a short distance but with suf­ 
ficient force to cause a fracture of the leg 
and some internal Injuries. The young 
man was thrown about thirty rods, aud bus 
timed a dislocation of the shoulder and 
some bruises. The wagon was literally 
crushed to pieces. 
The wheels were 
twisted off the axles, aud completely de­ 
molished. One wheel had only the rim 
left, and only one spoke remained in the 
hub. One wheel is still missiag, and the 
body of the wagon was converted into 
splinters.
